The Three High contracting powers bind 
themselves not to accept any proposition fur the 
re-es!abli-hment of peace without having delib- 
erated upon it in common.

The Bible in Common School*. 

We find the following abstract of an adaross 
delivered before the Indiana Teacher's Conven- 
tion, by Rev. Robert J. Breckinridge in the Cin- 
cinnati Gazette. 

A crowded audience collected in the First 
Presbyterian church, to hear the address of Dr. 
Breckinridge on the use of the Bible in common 
schools. He said he felt I here was hardly a ne- 
cessity that he should come hundreds of miles 
to plead this question. He was pre-ent when 
they opened this session this morning, and they 
commenced with prayer to God to bless them in 
their work. He Could hardly conceive lhat 
state of mind which would make such a request, 
and eject God and his revealed word from the 
school. We should rather call upon tho-e who 
oppose this matter to give their rcasonsj'or this 
conduct. 

Any teacher who had made but a single effort 
to educate the human faculties must have learn- 
ed this truth — that to educate these faculties 
you must put them iu-exercise. This fact was 
developed in the first attempt at education, and 
it was also the la-t induction of the highest gen- 
eralization, when the mind has acquired the fac- 
ulty of self-education, then the teacher's task is 
dime. How then could the mind be educated 
than in being exercised on the highest rules of 
rtght, as contained in the precepts of the Bible? 

At the very threshold of this subject, it was 
ueccs-ary to a-k, what is the education we wi-h 
fo give our youth, for on that depended the 
question whether religion had any concern wilh 
it? If we Avish to educate a godless, infidel, 
Mormon race, the less Bible we used the better. 
But if we wish to raise up a Protestant, Chris- 
tian community, then the Bible was essential.— 
We are of en a-ked, what.has religion to do with 
education? whoever heard of a religious arith- 
metic or a pious algebra? Tho-e who a-k the-e 
questions think they have said something perti- 
nent. But learning the word of God does not 
include an inferior knowledge on any other sub- 
ject. Because religious truth does not run into 
all branches of education, shall it, therefore, 
not be learned at all? There is a little truth 
mixed wilh the falsehood, and that littlodoesall 
the mischief. This is. indeed a free country; 
but the religion that makes us free is not the re- 
ligion of (Jonfueius. It is the religion of 
Christ. The State is not infidel; we never re- 
nounced God in adopting our constitution.— 
And if our constitution prohibits religious eon- 

catiou, lctit.be remembered the community is 
above the State. One of the gsandeSt discove- 
ries of our ancestors was that revolutions could 
be wrought bv ballot as well as by bayonet. If 
the great interests of education cannot be lower- 
ed without subverting the State, let it be sub- 

The advocates of the use of the Bible in 
schools did not want the system of education 
ab.-erved in teaching religion. It was not ncc- 
cs.-arv that the schoolmaster should be a reli- 
g'ois teacher at all. Put the Bible in the 
school, and let God and his Son teach by their 
own Word, and their object was accomplished. 
Thev merely asked that the State should not 
shut the doors of this great nursery of our future 
citizens against all sources of religious knowl- 
edge. Give them daily access to the Word of 
God. We don't even care so much what Bible. 
If a Jew. given him the Old Testament; if a 
Baptist, give him the Douay Bible; make him 
own some God, some Bible. 

One great cause uf the difficulty of introdu- 
cing the Bible in tchocls and even of the low 
s'ate of the cause of education, was found in a 
general and peculiar fault of teachers. They 
were isolated, unacquainted with each other, 
void of sympathy. If thefi. n O() teachers in In- 
diana were united in a solid body, so that a 
common intelligence should pervade them, if 
thev were united even as doctors and lawyers 
are, they would be no longer the victims of 
petty demagogues, who once cametoour State 
capital once a year, but now, as they are grow- 
ing to seed, come once in two years. They 
would say. put the Bible in the school, and who 
would dare put it out? They would set the 
devil and all demagogue - at defiance. 

But the Bible used lobe in the schools, how 
oiiho it out? Well, human sentiments ebbsnnd 
flows, no one can tell how or why. Some years 
ago, it turned its tide backwards, and all classes 
moved about the same distance. Roman Cath- 
olic: m in France slid back and turned up 
Atheism. Presbyterianism in Scotland slid 
back and turned up Formalism. Congregation- 
alism in New" England slid back and turned up 
I'nitarianism. and in Kentucky, what little re- 
ligion they had slid back and turned up Infi- 
delity. In this time of general ana horrible 
declension, the Bible was slipped off the curri- 
culum of education. 

The speaker here gave an account of 'lie man- 
ner in which he had restored the Bible to the 
schools of two S'ates. Maryland and Kentucky, 
and attribute 1 the establishment of free schools 
in Kentucky to the de-ire of the masses to have 
the Bible read in schools; at any rate Kentucky 
was the only slave State ever known to have a 
system of frccschods. He then gave some spe- 
cific reasons why the Bible should be used in 
schools. In the judgment of human nature it 

wi as right. Every na'ion sought to perpetuate 
ts religion. The" infidel, the baptist, the Jew. 
all did. Our love of country required it and 
the S'a'e was as much an institution of God as 
the Church. The Bible, as a history, as an En- 
glish classic, was the chetpestand most efficient 
tex:-book that could be found. He frankly sta- 
ted that one great reason with him was that life 
and immortality were brought to light in the 
Bible, and that i't alone taught salvation by Je- 
sus Christ. 

Who are they that oppose this object? The 
children do not oppose it, Christian parents, the 
S'ate at large, and teachers as a body, do not op- 
pose it. Politicians do to some extent, but they 
do so to gain votes; make it popular and they 
will favo-it. There is one class who do consci- 
entiously oppose it, and this forms a real diffi- 
culty. He referred to our Catholic population. 
He hardly knew whnt advice to give with refer- 
ence to them. When they formed a majority in 
the district, let them rule, but when they were 
in the minority, as is generally the case, let 
them submit. Asa general thing, though, it 
would be found that Catholic children would 
not attend our free schools, and thus associate 
with Protestant chjldren at all. But it would 
be a nio-t atrocious act, if to humor a few Cath- 
olics or Jews, we should suffer our system of 
popular education to be divested of all protes- 
tant influence. Our fathers (led to this country 
to avoid tyranny, in the shape of kings and 
priests; shall we submit to it here in the shape 
of sentiment and a false liberality. Xo, here 
let us make our stand point, and say to tyran- 
ny, in every shape, thou shalt come no furl her. 

At the close of the lecture, a vote of thanks 
was unanimously tendered to the speaker for 
his able address.
